A correspondeut smds tlie Moun- 
tain Democrat the following account 
of a "water-spout" on French creek. 

On the 23d day of March one of 
those strange but sublime spectacles 
known as the water-spout Avas pre- 
sented to the astonishefi view of the 
inhahitauts in the vicinity of'l honi- 
as Lambert's, on French creek. 
Lamhcrl says that on the above men- 
tioi.'i d (lay. at aliou' iioou. he ob- 
served two small, dark elmids. one 
moviiii; ci'stward and another north- 
ward, w iieii they appeared to merge 
themselves into one grand column 
of water, apparently many thousand 
fe^t in height, aceompaDied with a 
roaring noise like the reverberation I 
ot a buudred steamers all blowing 
otV steam at once accompanied with 
rain and hail. { 

.\ftcr the storm had subsided, ] 
Luuiheit and many others visited J 
the scene, whi re they found huge 1 
oaks torn up from the roots :iud } 
carried irom one to tiircc hnii ired ; 
yard.s; .10111 pines were hmken aud 
twisted nil :t the -roun.l and carried 
up into the air hiuidrtds of leel: 
great cavities were formed in the 
earth and many other evidenceB of 
the iirebistiblc pow<;rof the tornado. 
Fortimatcly no houses were in its 
track, otlicrwise we should have had 
some iai.ii rcnilts. One miner was 
in liis cl.iiiii. Init l)olieved hiuuclf 
mule, a 1 ank of earth. A small re- 
servoir which he was iisini; at tiic 
liiiic and whirli was nearly lull of 
Water, was cijiiiplctely s'acked tip in 
the ■> .irt..'.\ .i!hl cirried no m iii km.w- 
etli whither. We did uot ascertain 
his name, but ho was somewhat de- 
moralized.
